With the blockade of rum-row, said 
by Federal agents to 'be IOO per cent 
effective in less than two days, prohi­ 
bition agents in New York and sur­ 
rounding counties have begun u clean­ 
up which they say will make it im­ 
possible ta procure liquor inland. Pad­ 
locks are rapidly mopping up liquor 
that seeped ashore before the padlock. 
One development expected 
to

helpful in dry law enforcement was 
the discovery that persons who In­ 
formed the government of violations 
leading to the arrest of dry law of­ 
fenders may receive 25 per cent of the 
fine as a reward from the government 
and may obtain a quarter of the pro­ 
ceeds from the sale of a confiscated 
boat.
